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FOREWORD 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  o f 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.    The  Division  of 
Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  .Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.    Little  has  "been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information 
at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series 
is  bein^  issued. 

The  count;/'  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  S  tate 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  *.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-I-72-I55  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.    Official  Project 
665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  2k  and  26. 

The  Iowa  .Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  materials  in  this  report.    Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  "by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  MARION  COUNTY 

The  "New  Purchase",  made  by  treaty  with  the  Sacs  and  Foxes  in  the  autumn 
of  18^-2  at  Agency  in  Wapello  County,  included  the  territory  of  Marion  County. 
The  right  of  occupation  of  this  territory  as  far  west  as  Red  Rock  was  given 
to  white  settlers  as  of  May  1,  I8U3,  but  they  were  not  permitted  to  occupy  the 
remainder  of  the  county  until  October  10,  18^5 .    Before  May  1,  18^3 »  however, 
there  were  several  trading  posts  established  within  the  limits  of  the  county. 
One  known  as     "Phelps  Trading  House"  was  near  the  eastern  border  and  was  kept 
by  William  Phelps  who  was  reputedly  the  first  white  settler  in  the  county. 
Other  posts  were  located  near  Red  Rock;  most  of  these  posts  were  temporary,  fol- 
lowing the  Indians  as  they  receded  from  the  advancing  settlements,  l/ 

The  county  was  regularly  established  by  the  Iowa  Territorial  Legislature 
in  June,  18^5,  and  named  for  General  Francis  Marion  of  the  Revolutionary  War. 
Later  in  the  year,  the  county  was  formally  organized  and  the  county  seat  was 
established  at  Knoxville,  named  for  General  Knox  of  the  Revolutionary  War. 

In  181+7 »  a  colony  of  Hollanders  under  the  leadership  of  Henry  P.  Scholte 
located  at  Lake  Prairie  where  they  purchased  13,000  acres  of  land  upon  which 
they  built  sod  houses  thatched  with  slough  grass.     The  next  spring  Mr.  Scholte 
and  others  laid  out  a  town  which  they  named  Pella,  the  "City  of  Refuge".  2/ 

.At  the  town  of  Harvey  is  an  arboretum  where  every  kind  of  tree  and  shrub 
native  to  Marion  County  is  represented.     This  collection  was  made  by  Dr.  Wil- 
liam Henry  Harrison  Barker  over  a  period  of  32  years.     At  the  front  gate  of 
this  place  is  America's  Peace  Tree — a  white  sycamore  tree  named  by  Dr.  Barker 
in  1917*     It  is  said  that  the  Doctor  caused  a  white  sycamore  tree  to  be  planted 
at  the  gate  of  every  Government  cemetery. 

Area 

Marion  County  is  approximately  2h  miles  square  embracing  563  square  miles 
k/  or  360,320  acres.    Of  this  number  3^6,771  acres  are  listed  as  farm  lartds.  ^/ 
There  are  fifteen  townships  in  the  county  and  its  rank  is  thiry-ninth  in  point 
of  size  in  the  sta.te  sharing  this  place  with  Clay  and  Madison  Counties. 

Climate 

The  10  year  (1930-1939  incl.)  average  temperature  of  Marion  County  was 
1+9,6  degrees.  6/    The  5*+  year  (1876-1930)  average  precipitation  was  33*30 
inches  and  the  mean  growing  season  between  the  average  killing  frost  dates  of 
April  2h  and  October  8  was  167  days  for  33  years  (1397-1930).  7/

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Population 

The  Territorial  Census  gave  Marion  County  a  population  of  1,560  in  1846. 
The  first  state  census,  1847,  recorded  2,350  persons  and  t he  federal  census  of 
1S50  listed  5,482  inhabitants  in  the  county.     The  number  rose  to  24,000  in 
1870  and  has  since  approximated  that  figure,  rising  to  a  peat  of  25,727  in  1930. 
It  has  a  density  of  46  persons  per  square  mile  as  compared  with  the  state  den- 
sity of  44.     The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  inhabitants  at  ten  year 
enume rat  ions :

The  foreign  born  and  native  white  of  foreign  born  or  mixed  parentage 
content  of  Marion  County  in  1530  was  6,7^5,  or  2b  percent  of  the  total  popu- 
lation.    Of  this  number  the  SSetherlanders  were  far  in  the  lead  with  3,584, 
the  English  had  658,  the  Germans  had  480  and  the  Italians  had  321.  Other 
nationalities  had  very  small  percentages.  12/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1537  there  were  seven  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — three  elevators,  one  livestock  enterprise,  one  creamery,  one  petroleum 
plant,  and  one  merchandise  establishment. 

,4s  a  whole,  they  had  1,331  members  of  which  1,182  were  active,  and  1,771 
persons  did  business  with  the  seven  concerns «■  The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  $416,415  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  did  $52,043  worth 
of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  13 /

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Fruit 

The  "best  year  for  apples  in  Marion  County  was  I88h  when  109,658  trees 
were  reported  producing  Sf ,lbk  bushels  of  apples;   the  poorest  year  was  193^ 
when  19,392  trees  and  7.021  bushels  were  listed.    Peaches  had  a  report  of 
29,913  trees  in  1909  with  a  production  of  169  bushels,  but  3»!7^  bushels  were 
produced  from  8,553  trees  in  193*+ •     The  peak  year  for  plums  was  1909  when 
lb,221  trees  producing  2,388  bushels  were  listed.     The  number  of  cherry  trees 
in  1909  was  20,656  and  they  produced  9,528  bushels  of  cherries  that  year.  In 
193^  there  were  U.670  cherry  trees  and  1,806  bushels  reported.     The  high  year 
for  grapes  was  188^,  when  there  were  39,795  vines  and  33^,518  pounds  of  gropes 
reported,  lk/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(l)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (k)  corn 
cut  for  fodder  and  (5)   corn  hogged  off.     &  total  production  is  given  for  each 
farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals-*  of 
production  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield 
(derived  by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and 
added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This 
assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that 
actually  husked. 

In  193^+  anh  193^,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield. 
This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked 
and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  on  acreage 
husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked,  only.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
township  with  this  yield  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  193*+  and  193&  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the 
county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from. the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  193^  an^  1336  •

The  figures  for  1933,  1937,1933  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are  esti- 
mates of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of  Agrioul* 
ture  and  those  for  horses,  -mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  state  farm  assessor's 
figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last  four 
years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  20  and  comparison 
with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the  unadjus- 
ted state  farm  assessor's  figures.
